The Russian advance. to. Dukla and 
the Wisloka River in Galicia ,carries 
them to. the same .po!nt in the Car- 
Ppathian region that they . reached. in’ 
their first advance.

Along- ‘the Donajec. River the Aus- 
trians are holding firm, but their 
southern flank will probably continue 
its retreat to the west so-as. to ‘be 
closer to its-line of supplies.

Germany Denies Rejection of Amer= 
ican Assistance for Sufferers.

“For’a tong time after the out- 
break of the war that market reflected 
urgent demand for remittance which 
forced the export of a large amount of 
gold. The demand which\.exists now 
is being. easily satisfied through the 
supply of exchange. coming into the mar- 
ket ‘and at rates far below the level 


at: which it would be profitable to ahip 


gold out of the country. 

With so many markets either curtailed 
or suspended it is not surprising that 
our exports have fallen off very sharply. 
There are reasons for hoping, however, 
that in this respect the worst has been 
geen, and that from now on our mar- 
kets abroad will continue to grow. Al- 
ready we are feeling the favorable ef- 
fects of the urgent -buying here by Eu- 
rope to meet demand ‘created by the 
war, but we can-hardly have begun to 
feel the favorable effect’ of: the broad- 
ening of our trade with other markets 
which. heretofore have looked to Europe 
for their supplies, but which 'to a larger 
extent than in the past will now look 
to us. .That must needs be a movement 
of slower growth,than that which repre- 
sents the purchase here of military sup- 
plies. or of necessities of life which 
must be “had and had in large quanti- 
ties by the countries at war. 

It is particularly. fortunate that at this 
time: new facilities for the development 


| of trade abroad and for the easier han- 


dling of. trade at home. are -placed at 
the service of the country.. Those facili- 
ties dre supplied by the Federal Reserve 
Bank system and by the modifications of 
the. national. bank law which permits 
member banks to engage with greater 
ease ‘and to better effect in the financ- 
ing of foreign trade. 

The day’s developments’ in this finan- 
cial district emphasized the likelihood of 
an early return to public trading in 
bonds and of further steps to put the 
market in listed stocks on a natural 
basis. No doubt more will be learned 
in this regard before the week is out, 
The work of setting up the Federa! Re-
